Addition to Fleet of Piscataqua 


Navigation Co. 


Portland, Me., April 2.—Last De- 


cember 
the 
Portland 
Shipbuilding

Navigation of Portsmouth, N. H., to 
build them a barge. The work was 
started in that month and has been

the barge is completed and

This is the first craft built.at the 


plant for a year, hundreds of small 
motor launches and other craft have 
been built during the past year at 
the railway, but this is the largest for 
this year. 


The barge is 105'- feet over all and 


28 feet beam, with a seven foot, five 
inch mouled.depth. She is very light 
draft and will not draw mere than 
three or four feet. Her capacity is 
approximately between 300 and 400 
tons. 


The barge will be used as a freight- 


er carrying lumber and various kinds 
of freight between Boston and oth- 
er ports. l She is painted black. 
She 


has no masts and is not a handsome 
craft because she jvas not built for 
style; she is said to be very seaworthy 
and is the newest type in the barge 
construction in these parts!.

most any kind of craft.,can be^butlt.

DEFYING THE CONSTITUTION 


It is announced that the Maryland 


Democratic leaders have decided to 
push through the legislature a law 
that will prevent practically all neg- 
roes from registering or voting 
in 


state elections, but will not interfere 
with the negroes' right of suffrage in 
•voting for congressmen and presiden- 
tial electors. 


They hope by that scheme to avoid 


a clash with the United States over 
infringement of the national constitu- 


' tlon. 
How they will do BO is a 


mystery, for the national constitu- 
tions contains these two provisions: 
^Article 1, Section 2, Item 1— "The 
House of Representatives shall 
be 


composed of members chosen every 
second year by the people of the sev- 
eral states, and the electors in each 
state shall have the qualifications re- 
quisite. for electors of the most num- 
erous branch of the State Legisla- 


Amendment 15 — "The rights of citi- 


zens of the United States to vote 
shall not be denied or abridged by 
the United States or by any state on 
account of race, color or previous con- 


llcatlon. No register has been discov- 
ered for any one of tho succeeding 
fourteen years. Four of these aro In 
existence, one Imperfect.

sponsibility. Not only are there innumerable Instances of persons 


holding positions of trust who are evading evident responsibilities, 
but also of those who would seek to justify themselves in such a 


' course. The latter are like the figures in Nast's famous cartoon of tho 


Tweed King, who are all standing In a circle, and each one pointing 
aside witli his thumb to ills neighbor as the responsible person. It is 
tlie old story of the other man. There are many circumstances in life 
where it is convenient to shift the responsibility upon some one else; 
and whenever one sets himself to defend a convenient course of action, 
he cannot always see straight and think clear. Even though ho may 
succeed in convincing himself^ nevertheless if in this process there is 
any element of self-deception, he is perilously near the danger line. 


There are no fallacies so subtle as those which insinuate them- 


selves into our reasonings at a time when our interests are involved. 
Therefore when we seek to free cursives of the burden of responsi- 
bility in any situation, we must be peculiarly on guard, that we do not 
allow ourselves to become ensnared in the toils of those artificial dis- 
tinctions and plausible explanations,, which when stripped of their 
verbal dress appear in their nakedness as contemptible subterfuges. 


One of these convenient ideas which serve as a kind of natural 


anaesthetic to conscience Is the belief that any responsibility which is 
divided is thereby lessened. The director of a corporation may con- 
tent himself with the comforting thought tha.t where many are joint- 
ly responsible, his share of the common obligation after all cannot be 
regarded as very serious. And it is in this idea that a very fundamen- 
tal error lies. For responsibility is by its nature something intensive 
and not extensive. It can be divided among many, but it is not there- 
by diminished in degree.

erally maintained by those interested 
In agricultural conditions of that sec- 
tion. , The: census of 1900 credits 
New Hampshire witli the largest yield 
uf corn per acre In the United fitatea, 
and tin 19.09 crop report shows that 
Maine Is well at the top of the Met 
with a yield of about thirty-seven 
bushels, as against Florida, with only 
twelve. In the fact of such showings 
there Booms to be no reason to doubt 
that the improved situation of, the 
future will find/many communities 
growing grains, where now,.the sup- 
ply is'hauled from tho west and (paid 
for at almost prohibitive prices. 


To secure accurate data of what 


might be expected by farmers qn New 
;Hampshire soil, the agricultural ex- 
periment station at Durham recently 
completed a .very satisfactory .test, 
with a flridihg as follows: 


"The average annual production of 


oats -In New Hampshire for the first 
eight years of the present decade has 
been? In round 
numbers, 
400,000 


bushels. 
As compared with flie 4,- 


600,000-bnslIel yield of Maine, our 
neighbor on the east, and with the 3,- 
000,000-bushe! yield' of Vermont, our 
neighbor on the west, our own pro- 
duction seoms rather small, as in fact 
It is, considering the .opportunities 
for growing the crop which our soils 
and climate afford. 


"With a view of determining what 


varieties wore most suitable, what 
might be their comparative- yields, 
and what wdud seem to h'e the •limit- 
Ing factors'in production In this state, 
the New* Hampshire agricultural ex- 
periment station began a aerie's ot 
testa in 1904 with the common varie- 
ties of oats offered for sale by New 
England seedsmen." 


Test's were also made of barley, 


wheat and rye. 
, 


The conclusions reached were sum- 


marized as follows: 


1. While New Hampshire 
may 


never be able to compete with 
tho 


great northwest In the production of 
the staple cereal crops, the fact Is 
nevertheless evident that very satis- 
factory yields of these crops can be 
obtained here In normal seasons. The 
high prices of grain feeds prevailing 
during the .recent years are the re- 
sults of changing economic condi- 
tions, nnd the New Hampshire farm- 
er who adapts himself to these new 
conditions will'.find il more and more 
necessary to produce a larger share of 
the feeds'at home. 


2. In average seasons forty bushels 


of oats per acre can be grown, and 
In favorable seasons a yield of fifty 
to sixty bushels can be expected. 


3. 
The rust of oats can he partially 


controlled by selecting the more re- 
sistant varieties, nnd by early seed- 
Ing. 


•I. The oat smut can bo entirely 


eradicated by treating tho seed with 
formalin solution. 


6, Barley can be grown success- 


fully with yields ranging from eighteen 
to twenty-eight bushels per acre.

Manufacturing plants In all sections 


continue to extend their works, call- 
Ing for numerous small lots of struct- 
ural and fabricated steel.

In large meas- 
ure, of the work usually coming from 
railroads. The New.Yor,k, New. Ha- 
ven and Hartford has put'out an addi- 
tional inquiry for track elevation' at 
Worcester, .Mass., calling for 1000 
to 1500 tons of'steel.
